VWHEREAS, Judge Scott served as chairman and vi ce-chairman
of the Executive Board of the Judicial Conference since 1980;
he was appointed as an alternate nenber of the Court
Comm ssion of Illinois in 1976 and as a nenber of the Court

Merit fromthe Illinois Judges Associ ation; and

WHEREAS, Judge Scott served as an elder in Wstmnister

the Rotary Club, as a nenber of the United Way Board, and as
